LONDON, .May 13—Prime Min- 


ister Lloyd George, in a dramatic 
speech in the house of 
commons 


today, concerning the Upper Sil- 
eshui imbroglio, characterized the 
action of the Polish insurrection- 
ists as a complete defiance of the 
(Italy of Versailles. 


"I think it is right I should speak 


quite plainly," Mr. Lloyd George de- 
clared, "because if these things can 
happen and we bike no notice and do 
not deal with them with that stern 
justice which has characterized 
the 


attitude of this country 
in 
all its 


dealings abroad, it is going to be fatal 
to the peace of Europe. If that is dis- 
turbed I do .not see what is going to 
happen to Europe.

"comc is yet to be 'fully demonstrated.
